“Just as soon as 
Prosecuting-Attorney Cross issues the war- 
rants the fun will commence, and any at- 
tempt to place one of those people under ar- 
rest will be met with a resistance that will 
terminate in ariot. There area large num- 
ber of men connected with the temperance 
people who will kill any man who attempts 
to serve a warrant on their wives or daugh- 
ters and who have already mgde threats to 
that effect.” 
THE PROSECUTING-ATTORNEY'S STORY.

SALTING TH# WHISKY. 
When the whisky was being poured into 
the street it formed in little pools and a 
brisk can trade was inaugurated by boys and 
men, every species of utensil being pressed 
into use to scoop up the whisky. When the 
Women saw what was ging on they appro- 
priated a barrel of ealt from a neighboring 
grocery and knocking in the head sprinkied 
the salt into the liquor. 
After raiding Carroll’s saloon the women 
had worked themselves up to a pitch where 
they were ready for any lawlessness and 
marched into drug stores and grocery stores 
and searched the premises, and had almost 
made up their minds to go into private 
houses, but abanconed that idea. 
Une of the women told the rest that she 
knew a house where they kept liquor all the 
time and advised that it be raided. The 
lady who hvedin that house was informed 
of what might take place, so, going up to one 
of the leaders, she said: 
“Tunderstand that you think of raiding 
private houses tosee if you can find any 
more whisky. I want to tell you that we 
keep whisky in our house, and always did 
and always will. Lalso have a doubie-bar- 
reled shotgun thatis loaded, and the first 
man or woman whocrosses ny doorway with 
the intention of searching the house will get 
the contents of both barrels.”’ 
This was the principal reason why they 
concluded to bring their raid to a close with 
a thanksgiving service. 
THE CALM BEFORE THE STORM. 
The situation now may be said to be quiet, 
but it is the quiet before the storm. Ali con- 
cerned in the crusade have cooled down and 
are beginoing to realize what they have done 
and would be only too willing to bave the 
matter dropped. But there is no liklihood of 
its being dropped. The Prosecuting Attor- 
ney was threatened time and again with 
violence if he attempted to perform his duty. 
Themas Ward, one of the  saloon- 
keepers, has filed information, mak- 
ing a criminal charge against every man and 
womans in the crowd, and they will be ar- 
rested. Ward has also begun suit on a claim 
for $1,000 for liquor destroyed. The parties 
to ve sued for this are Charles P. Jones, J, 
W. Walker, and A. E. McKee. 
The Rev. Dr. A. B. Jones, President of the 
Lathrop Bank, and who, together with his 
son, is looked on asaleader in the temper- 
ance movement, was asked today: 
“How is the situation here now, Mr. 
Jones ?”’ 
“Well, it may be said to be quiet—very 
quiet.’”’ 
**Do you apprenend any further trouble?” 
“No, not at present. You see we have 
done our work and are simply waiting to see 
what move the other side will make. I pre- 
sume that arrests will be made, but if they 
are the ladies will refuse to furnish bail.” 
“Your jail would hardly accommodate them 
all in that case, would it?” 
“T am not informed as to the capacity of 
the jail and could not say, but the ladies will 
not go to jail.”’ 
“ Are the temperance people willing to let 
the matter die out without taking any further 
steps?’ 
“O; yes. There will be no further trouble 
of that kind, and there has not been and will 
not be any attempt to carry the crusade in 
other towns. ) 
A CURIOUS STATS OF AFFAIRS. 
“This trouble has brought to light a rather 
curious state of affairs in the Mayor’s office. 
‘Tt has been openly charged that che city 
.officers were bribed to not molest the saloon- 
keepers. An examination of the record in 
the Mayor’s office shows that an arrange- 
ment was entered into between the saioon 
men and the officials whereby the former 
were to go to the Mayor’s office once a 
month, plead guilty to selling liquor, and be 
fined. This arrangement has been carried 
out tor the last six months, the men being 
fined $10 each, wnich was divided between 
the Mayor, Prosecuting Attorney, and 
Marshal as fees. 
“Ata meeting of the temperance people 
held iast night a minister got up and charged 
that one of the constables knew more than 
the saloonkeepers liked to have nim and that 
tney offered him $200 to resign. He stated 
that he would mention no names, but that 
the man was in the room and could answer 
for himself. When he got through James 
Parshal, a constabie, got up and admitted the 
truth of the statement, and also said that he 
was the man who had been offered the 
money. I think tois proves conclusivelly 
that bribery was resorted to.” 
While both sides claim that everything is 
quiet itis evident that the feeling on both 
sides is running very high, and events are 
now in progress that may lead to a speedy 
eruption. Both sides are struggling bard to 
gain new adherents, the latest move being 
made by the temperance people; who have 
circulated a petition throughout tne city 
which indorsed their action and cajied on 
everybody to sign it. Whenever a store- 
keeper was found who refused to attach his 
signature to the papera boycott was declared 
against his store. Several places of business 
are now under the ban. Saloonkeeper Ward 
is pretty well fixed financially and bas aeter- 
mined to fight the matter to the end, besides 
which he has received assurances from the 
brewery that supplied him with beer that 
they would back him financially in the fight. 
The crusaders bave organized for the fray 
and have elected Mrs. E. A. Kinney as Presi- 
dent, and it is announced that they will fight 
it out on the same line as adopted a week 
ago, when good liquor was so freely spilled 
into the streets, and that persons intending 
to embark in the saloon business in Lathrop 
should be warned in time, 
There have been other crusading epidemics 
in some of the surrounding towns. W. E. 
Irving owned afrug store at Hamilton and 
had a branch at Nettleton. The crusaders 
probably thought the drug stores were mod- 
éied on the lowa plan, for the story here is 
that tne Nettleton branch has been burned 
out, and as Mr. Irving had been warned by 
the crusaders the crime is laid at their 
door. 
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DESTRUCTION OF A CLUB-BOUSE. 


Women Break Into an Establishment at 
Spickardevillie, Mo., and (reate Havoc. 

Trenton, Mo., Feb. 15.—[Special. |—Last 
night the village of Spickardsville, ten miles 
north of here, was the scene of the second 
march of the female crusaders, Lathrop be- 
meg first. A club-room has been rup- 
ning in the village for the last 
three months, operated by a man named 
Davis. Forsome reason the officers of the 
town bave never attempted to muke a case 
against Davis and the crusade was inaugur- 
ated as aremedy.

' Delicate Women Brutally Flogged 
by Russian Officers. 


ONE WAS BEATEN TO DEATH. 


Other Women Commit Suicide Rather 
than Bear the Terribie Knout. 


STEPNIAK TALKS OF OUTRAGES. 


How Political Prisoners Are Treated by Or- 
ders of the Ozar., 


WHAT GEORGE KFNNAN HAS TO SAY. 


{Copyright by the New York Associated Press, 1790.) 

Lonpon, Feb. 15.—Provided with a cable 
dispaten ot introduction trom George Ken- 
nan, the celebrated Siberian traveler, the 
London agent of the Associated Press called 
this morning on Sergius Stepniak, the well- 
known writer upon Kussian political and 
social conditions. Mr. Stepniak was asked 
whether he could give any information in re- 
gard to the outrage in the politica! prison at 
Kara, in Eastern Siberia, rumors about which 
had recently reached the public press by 
way of the Russian colony in Paris. 
Mr. Stepniak repliea that the reports al- 
ready published gave only a hint 
of the horribie tragedy enacted at 
Kara. Perfectly trustworthy information, 
he said, had been received in cipher letters 
that have succeeded in gettimg through to 
Paris and London trom exiles in Hastern Si- 
beria. 

These letters, which are nothing but mea- 
ger scraps of paper, tell tne story of the 
recent horror only in its main outlines. But 
one who knows about Siberian prison life 
does not need a circumstantial recital to un- 
derstand the crueity of discipline and the 
agony of suffering of which this horror was 
the culmination. The full details of the 
dreadful story cannot be long now in reach- 
ing the Western world. Coming soon after 
the publicity given to the Yakutska 
atrocity, Mr. Stepniak thinks it can hardly 
fail to deepen the sense of horror already 
felt by the civilized world at Russia’s treat- 
ment of political offenders. 

A WOMAN FLOGGED TO DEATH. 

The facts so far received are as follows: 
Mme. Sigida did not commit suicide, as the 
earliest reports stated. Shediedfrom the 
effect of a cruel flogging to which she was 
subjected. Tne flogging took place on 
Wednesday, the 6th of November. It was 
continued till under the brutal blows the un- 
happy victim lost consciousness and lay as 
one dead. The poor woman never revived 
from the terrible shock, but § con- 
tinued to grow weaker and weaker 
until Friday of the same week, when death 
camé to her relief. The news of her 
shocking official murder produced wide- 
svread dismay anc anguish among her fellow- 
prisoners, and three of them, unable longer 
to bear their wretched fate, committed sui- 
cide by taking poison. How they obtained 
the poison is not known, but probably they 
bad long had itin their possession and were 
keeping itas a iast resort. The names of 
the women were Marie Kaluzhnaye, Marya 
nitskaya, and these facts are learned in re- 
gard to them. 
Marie Kaluzhnaya was arrested in 1884, be- 
ing tnen 4 girl of 18, on acharge of disloyal- 
ty Her father wasa merchant at Odessa. 
During her imprisonment every means was 
tried in vain to extort from her a confession 
implicating her friends. At last Col. Katan- 
ski, a gendarme officer, brought to her a skill- 
fully forged statement purporting to ve the 
confession of her feliow-conspirators, and 
promised immunity if she also confessed. 
Marie fell into the trap, confessed, ‘and 
her confession was used against her friends, 
who were sentenced to penal servitade. 
When she learned they bad made no con- 
fession, but bad been convicted on her testi- 
mony alone, she procured a revolver and the 
2ist of August called upon Col. Katanski and 
fired at him, wounding him slightly in one 
ear. For this attempted assassination she 
was condemned by court-martial at Odessa 
tne 10th of September, 1884, and sentenced to 
twenty years’ penal servitude, 

AN EXILE DRIVEN INSANE. 

Marya Paoioona Karaiefskaya was a young 
married lady about 35 years of age, daughter 
of a well-known landed proprietor in the 
south of Russia, Paul Voroutsof, and sister 
of Basil Voroutsof, one of the best-known 
political economists in Russia. She joineda 
secret circle, which was surprised by the po- 
lice in February, 1879, and the mem- 
bers were sentenced to thirteen years’ 
penal servitude, with exile to Si- 
beria for life and deprivation of 
ali civil rights. Her husband, though. not 
present, Was sent by administrative process 
a thousand miles from the mines to which 
she was sent. The separation drove her in- 
sane and she was putin a strait-jacket. In 
1881 she was allowed to join her hasband in 
hope ot restoring her reason. She recovered, 
but anew Governor separated them again, 
and she was returned to the Kara mines. 
Nadezhda Smirnitskaya was 33 years old 
and a student ina woman’s college. She 
was sentenced to the Kara mines for fifteen 
years with penal servitude. 
Shortly after the suicide of the three wom- 
ena brother of Marie Kaluzhnaya, alsoa 
political’ prisoner, died suddenly. It is not 
definitely known as yet whether he, too, 
died by poison or whether his death was the 
resuit of overpowering grief on learning of 
the death of his sister. Another exile named 
Bobokov committed suicide rather than sub- 
mit to the cruel humiliation and suffering of 
a flogging. Bobokov wus a university student 
and wok part in some nublic demonatrauon 
of the students which was displeasing to the 
authorities. He was thereupon ordered to 
make bis avode at Pinega, a small village in 
the Province of Archangel, the northern. 
most province of European Russia. From 
there he attempted to make his escape, and 
for this heinous offense he was exiled to the 
mines of Eastern Siberia. ’ 
The flogging of Mme. SBigida occurred 
under orders issued by Lieut.-Gen. Baron 
Forff, the Governor-General of the Province 
of the Amoor, in Which the Kara prison is 
situated. These orders directed that the se. 
orét edict of March, 1888, signea by Galkine- 
Vraski, Director-General of the Prisons for 
the Empire, should be unflioching|y enforced. 
This edict was to the effect that politica con. 
victs should be treated by prison officiais 
ia the same manner as criminals 
condemned for common law offenses. Politic. 
al iprisoners were thus made liable to 
flogging for breaches of prison discipline. 
In what part.cular way Mme. Sigida hag 
transgressed the prison rules is not cieariy 
explained. But flogging 4 sensitive ana 
cultured woman to death for any lack of con-

This statement confirms in my mind the 
whole story, for while the mines to which 
the men are sent are somewhat remote from 
those where the female exiles are consigned, 
yet it would be impossible to prevent the 
news of this outrage reaching the men, either 
by some secret sympathizer among the 
guards themselves, or as the news of a great 
event will spread anywhere, let what efforts 
you like be made to suppress it. ‘he flog- 
ging of Mme. Sigida in 1tself would have been 
enough to have roused them toa condition of 
frevzy, for it is the first time within 
my Knowledge that such aa atrocity has 
been committed within the borders of the 
Empire; but the subsequeht suicide of the 
three unfortunate female companions of the 
victim of official barbarism, followed by the 
death of her brother by taking poison, would 
have been provocative of such a frenzy of in- 
dignaticn and hate that they would have 
stopped at nothing. They were all desperate 
men, sentenced for hfe or for long terms, 
and they wouid no doubt have fearlessiy op- 
posed themselves to the rifles of the soldiers 
with their bare hands, or with 
such rude weapons as they could 
wrench from the furnishing of tneir 
prison. It is this class of men who head the 
periodical hunger strikes, where in conse- 
quence of inhuman treatment prisoners have 
been brought to think that they would as 
soon die as live, and set about deliberately to 
better their condition by starving themselves 
to death until their demands are complied 
with. And brute as he is,a Russian will! 
give in sooner than se@& man starve to 
death, so they have generally been success- 
ful in this peculiar method of bettering their 
condition. 

“I do not think,” said Mr. Kennan, in con- 
clusion, “that we have heard the whole of 
the story by any means. It would not sur- 
prise me when the whole truth is toid to 
learn that matters are far worse than stated 
in the report. In Russia, under the adminis- 
trative exile system, everything .mat is atro- 
cious is not oniy possible but more than 
probablie.”’ ,

Chicagoans Petition That He Appoint & 
Snecessor to Judge Prendergast. 

Sprincrietp, Ill, Feb. 15.—[Special.|— 
Gov. Fifer tas. been cailed upon to take 
official Cognigance of the fact of Judge Pren- 
dergast occuying two offices, and asked to 
appoint a suitable person to fill the vacancy 
existing in the office of County Judge, 
tne compiaint assuming that the acceptance 
by Judge Prenaderyast of the office of Drain- 
age Trustee is sufficient evidence that a va- 
cancy exists in the office of County Judge. 
The petimoners are citizens of Chisago who 
are parties to litigation in the County Court 
and object to Judge Prendergast présiding, 
and also allege that ail affidavits and motions 
made before him asserting litigants’ rights in 
the premises have been taken under advise- 
ment and summarily sat upen. 

The matter was referred to the Attorney- 
General and his opinion asked upon the 
questuon. He holds that the petiton before 
the Governor 1s not sufficient evideuce that a 
vacancy exists, and therefore the Governor 
would not be Warranted im taking any 
action, unless @ Vacatvvy is certified to him 
by the Clerk of the court, and that the mat- 
ter must be settlea by the courts. 

The power of County Judges to hola their 
office seems suvreme. The Governor has an- 
other petition before him calling his atten- 
tion to the Judgeship of Jersey County. 
The incumbent, A. A. Goodrich, removed to 
Chicago some time ago, and is a partner in 
& law firm, but still claims his residence 
in Jersey Oounty, and returns there 
occasionally to perform the duties of the 
court The Olerk of the court cannot be 
prevailed upon to certify a vacanhey, and 
Goodrich will not resign unless the Governor 
agrees to appoint a Democrat to succeed him, 
ahd 60 still draws his salary as Judge. 


DEVELOPMENTS IN THE SAWTELLE CASE. 


The Head of the Mardered Man Found— 
Proofs of Inaac’s Galit. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 15.—| Special. |—The es- 
sential features in the Sawtelle murder case 
today were the discovery of what appear to 
be the remains of Hiram’s head and a partial 
confession on the part of Isaac Sawtelle. The 
former discovery Was made in an old wood- 
man’s but near where the mutilated trunk 
of the murdered man was found. This 
nut is used only by chance hunting parties, 
and the searchers in their operations 
overhauled it. An éxaminaaon of the ashes 
in the tumbiled-down stove showed the pres- 
ence of bones. Enough of these to fill a gal- 
lon measure were found. In the lumps was 
also traceable a sort of texture which might 
be that of Woolen cloth or the burned rem- 
nants of fesn ana hair. The theory is that 
Isaac adopted this means of disposing of bis 
brotner’s head after he had cut it from tte 
body to prevent identification. The clothes 
of tne eider Sawtelle aiso are missing and 
these traces of cloth ave believed to the 
remnanis of them. Mrs. Sawtélie went to 
Rochester, N. H., today and identified her 
husband’s body. fhe scene Was an ex- 
tremely pathetic one. 

Isaac Sawtelle preserves his coo! demeanor 
and continues to assert his innocence of the 
actual murder. He, however, made a partial 
confession implicating a third party. He ad- 
mits going to Rochester, but denies that he 
met Hiram. He says that a Dr. Biood owed 
Hiram aconsiderabie amount of money. He 
says also that Dr. Blood was in Rochester tne 
fateful day and knewof Hiram’s comimg. 
When pressed to answer whether Dr. Biood 
may not have been the one to meet Hiram, 
he replied ificantiy, “ realiy [ must not 
ahswer now. is much I will say: i had no 
hand in the killing of my brother.” 

Seth W. Corson of East Rochester in an 
interview states that Wedoesday night, Feb. 
5, while on his way bome from work he saw 
ateam near the Nutter wooas, one and a 

varter miles from Rochester depot toward 

ast Rochester. Two men were in the 
Wagon. One was taiking excitedly. After 
the team has passed by Corson severai rods 
he heard a pistol shot. It was then 5p. m.

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SUBURBAN TRAINS TO REDUCE SPEED 
TO TEN MILES AN HOUR, 


All the Railroad Companies Have Agreed 
to Covnferm te the Ordinance After 
March 9—Opiaions That It Ie a Scheme 


to Compe! « Repeal of the Law— What | 


the Real-Eatate Dealers and Railway 

Officials Say About It. 
_ if the railroads are in earnest a resident 
of Pullman today will fiad himself down 
about Hammond, Ind., after March 9, and an 
Evanstonian wili be moved up the lake to 
Whukegen. At least that will be the 
practical effect of a resolution the 
railroads adopted Friday afternoon. They 
resolved in a meeting at which all 
the roads that do & suburban business were 
representea that after March 9 they would 
comply with the city ordinahoe requiring 
them to run not faster than ten miles an tour 
inside the iimits. As they now travel from 
fifteen’ te thirty miles an hour the résolution, 
of course, means that the suburbs wili be 
shoved away from the business center of 
Chicago a distance ranging from 50 to 200 
per cent greater than weir present locations. 

Few people, however, think the railroads 
are in carnest. Nearly everybody seems to 
think that theif objéct is t6 Make the ordi- 
nance so objectionable to residents of the 
suburbs that the latter will force the Coun- 
cil to repeal it-and thus relieve the roads of 
its use against them in damage suits. Others 
see a more complicated purpose. They think 
the roads wish to compel the city 
to construct viaducts and wails so that 
they can run fast. Of course whatever 
the construction put on the resolution, the 
indignation of suburbanites is to be the press- 
ure brought to bear on the Council in the 
roads’ interest, 

The roads will certainly not countin vain 
on the indignation of out-of-town residents. 
Every one interested in suburban property 
who was interviewed yesterday expressed 
himself vigorously against the idea of slower 
time. There was Dut one exception. 

OPINIONS OF REAL-ESTATE MEN. 

“Tt will be a bad thing,” said MH. A. Cum- 
mines. “ The losé of time will be & business 
loss to thé whole City of Chicago. The hun- 
dreds ot thousands of citizens who do busi- 
ness in town but live out several miles will 
havé less time to devote to work and the 
business of the city will suffer acoordingly. 
The resolution means that the railroads will 
be no better than borse-cars. Why, the 
cabbies run at teh miles an hour after they 
get out a little distance. 

‘‘ The railroads bave always claimed that 
they make no profit 6c suburban business. 
They say the low tares, the expenses of the 
pumerous depots, and the constant run of 
damage suits make a profit impossible. They 
would like, they assert, to get rid of tneir 
suburban trade arid would drop it but for 
their fear of the cousequénces of public opin- 
ion. Wherner all thie 6 true or not [I don’t 
kaow. But it certainly looks as if they were 
making the city ordinance a pretext for kill- 
ing thei out-of-town business. For siow 
time will kil! it. 

“It will kill the suburbs, too. A man haa 
just as Welllive in Indiana out in the State 
somewhere &s to live twenty miles out of 
Chicago with 6uch slow suburban time as it 
is proposed to make. Idon’t think there’s 
anything in the claim of the roads that they 
will léssen their damage suits by complying 
with the ordinance.

“*] think the change will be a good thing,”’ 
said D. S. Place, who déals in suburban 
property. “ The actual difference in t me to 
points within teh miles will be so Slight as 
to bé inappreciable. The greater feeling of 
security people will have in traveling slowly 
will more than compeasate for the ioss of a 
few minutes. The railroads have been kiil- 
ing altogether too many people of late at 
crossings, and I'm giad to see that they re- 
ahze it-and have adopted & schedule which 
will permit teams and pedestrians to get out 
of the wav of trains.”’ 

*T don’t like it,” said Preston B. Hadley. 
“It will move the suburbs out of the city 
again in spite of annexaticn.”’ 

“It will bea@ great hardship to people in 
the suburbs,” said W. A. Merigoid. * Most 
ot them have Bought their property on the 
basie of the brevailing time scheduies of the 
roads and have caicuisted on quicker 
rather than siower time in case of 
change. Relying on this basis and 
expectation they have gotte just as 
far out of town as their business hors 
would permit. The change will compel them 
@itner to sacrifice their property and move 
inte town or else to suffer a loss in their busi- 
ness. The effect is not merely confined to 
the peopie already living in the suburbs. 
But it will be @ hardship to many a poor man 
who Ha’ saved up enough money to buy an 
out-of-town home, and who will now have to 
abandon the idea without being able to buy 
a home in town.” 

“I don’t think the railroads can afford to 
standby their resolution, and therefore I 
don’t think they wilil,’’ said M. Bogue. 
“Of course, it would hurt the suburbs -espe- 
cially towns on the Northwestern, Rock 
Island, and Illinois Ocentral—vut it 
would hurt the roads just as mutoh. 
What won't pay with the studurbs 
won’t pay with subarbun roads, The roads 
have labored te buiid up the suburbs in or- 
dér to incréase theirown business. It is rea- 
sonable, then, to suppose that they will not 
destroy them. 

THE KHOADS AFTER SOMETHING. 

“My idea is that the roads are after some- 
thing. They may wish the Couneil to save 
them the outlay by constructing viaducts and 
walls at the city’s expense. But no mater 
at whose expense protecuon from ac 
cidents shouid be afforded the peo- 
ple. I think a viaduct shotld be 
run oyer every third crossing and the rail- 
road track then walled in. Teams and foot- 

ssengers would this only have to zo a 

106K and & balf out of their Way to cross a 
Viaduct; their iaconvénience would be next 
to nothing. And the saving to life aad gen- 
eral mveseg of security in the community 
would be of incalculabie biessing. It works 
up the whole city to read every day or two 
of a horrible smashup at a railroad crossing.” 

“Tvs@ bluff,” said Ss. E. Gross. “ The 
failroads have no idea of sticking to the res- 
olution.

BOOMERS VACATING SIOUX LANDS. 


United States Troops Protecting the Rights 
of the Indians. 

CHampeasiarn, 8. D., Feb. 15.—| Special. ]— 
The new town opposite this city on the Sioux 
Reservation is virtually a thing of the past. 
Upon being informed by Indian Inspector 
Armstrong that they would be required to 
move, many of the residents of the town 
shortly afterward complied, and today a 
number more removed their shanties to the 
tract of land belonging to the Chicago, Mul- 
waukee and St. Paul railway company. 
What the troops will do with buildings be- 
longing t6 boomers who absolutely refuse 
to remove them is not known, but it is 
believed that they will do what was threat- 
ened should be done, burn them down. Gen. 
Armstrorg is doing ail he can to get the 
boomers to remove their property, as he does 
not wish to destroy their buiidings, but 
maovy of the boomefs are stubborn and will 
leave théir buildings at the mercy of the 
troops. Sy will probably be given until 
tomorrow evening in which to change their 
minds and begin the Work of removal. The 
troops have pitched their tents between the 
new town and Lower Bruie lodian Agenoy 
and will be kept there until every boomer 
vacates land balon ing to the Indians. A 
few complication will shortly arise when the 
railway company wishes to use the tract of 
land upon Which many of the boomers are 
now located.

Gov. Hovey’« Views Expressed at a Recep- 
tion Tendered Him at Indianapolia. 

InpianaPouis, Ind., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
The receptuon tonight given by the Grand 
Army posts of Indianapolis in honor of Gov. 
Hovey. who has just returned from Wasb- 
ington, was an enthusiastic one. Three hun- 
dread Grand Army men, with the Sons of 
Veterans, Governor’s Guards, and the Light 
Intantry, escorted the Governor from the 
New Denison Hotel to the State-House, 
which had been handsomely decorated for 
the occasion. it was soon crowded with peo- 

le, and Mayor Sullivan, who presided, re- 

erred to Gov. Hoyey’s efforts to secure the 
passage of a ice pension bill, and said 
the Grand Army extended this popular re 
cepuon to the Governoras a mark of their 
regard fog a comrade who bas uone so_ much 
in their behalf. He concluded by introducing 
Gen. John Coburn, who spoke in the same 
vein. 

Gov. Hovey was received with great en- 
thusiasm as he arose to acdress the meeting. 
He said he regarded the great 
outpouring tonight as indicative of public 
support of a principle rather than as a per-

Lonponx, Feb. 15.—While the report of the 
Parnell Commission seems to suit potiticians 
of all shades of opinions, and both Tories 
and Irish members claim equal satisfaction, 
the British pubiic is unable to find out what 
Parneii personally ubinks about it. The only 
thing approaching ao expression of opinion 
from him so far 1s une laconic reply in three 
words to a reporter for T. P. O’Connor’s 
paper—*It wilt do.” Parnell has been 
steadily eluding reporters since the issue of 
we report, but he was found last night i 
good humor at the House of Commons just 
aiter his speech, and was asked to give his 
opinion for publication in America, which be 
courteously did. While we reporter was 
talking to him he was undergoing the process 
of general congratulation from ali Liberal 
members who caught sight of him. 

“Of course,” said Mr. Parnell, “I am 
gteatiy pieased with the report. No great 
political movement was ever before submit- 
ted to the judgment of three political op 
ponents, as ours has been, and we have reason 
to be proud of its vindication.” 

“What do you think will be effect of the 
findings given against you?’ he was asked. 

“ They are not of the slightest importance,”’ 
said Parneil. “ Criminal conspiravy is a mere 
legal phrase and not a new phrase as appl.ed 
to our movement, for Judge Fitzgeraid de- 
clared it criminal conspiracy years ago.” 

“You have noticed that there is no con- 
demnation of the Tunes. Do you think the 
Judges were precluded by.statute from utter- 


ing one?” 

“Not at all,” be replied with emphasis, “I 
think that the omission was perfectly moa- 
strous. It could only have been made so as 
not to influence the /uwnes’ actions.” 

“Do you still intend to demand an inquiry 
into the forgery conspiracy ?’’

Theodore Havemeyer Cleared Six Millions 
Daring the Year, 

New Yore, Feb. 15.—[Special.}—sSugar 
Trust certificates from $70 per share to $126, 
to $50, to $70, and ali within a year. What 
are the forces by which these astonjshing 
fluctuations bave been produced? Who were 
the buyers and who tne sellers at the top and 
at the bottom of this remarkable range of 
prices? 

As the Messrs. Havemeyer received about 
$16,000,000 of the $50,000,000 of certilicates 
issted by the trust, and, moreover, heid the 
highest positions in the Board of Trus- 
tees, their movements in Wall street 
bave naturally been a prime factor 
in the specuiation. Investors and traders 
and professional Stock Exchange bulls and 
bears argued and reasoned and theorized for 
months as to whether or not the Havemey- 
ers continued to hold their stock or whether 
they had sold out at high prices. 
That Mr. H. O. Havemeyer had sold out soon 
became pretty well known. As to Mr. Theo- 
dore A. Havyeweyer, President of the trust, 
it is still eraily believed he retained the 
buik of his interest throughout all market 
fluctuations, 

Oo the authority of a gentieman of the 
highest veracity and who is in confidential 
business rélations with Mr. Havemeyer it 
may now be asserted that tne whole of Mr. 
Havemeyer’s $16,000,000 of certificates were 
sold out last summer from 6100 to $125 per 
sbaré and he did not begin buying them back 
until afeowdaysago. The boying and sell- 
ing were brillantly mavaged by a famous 
operator, and assuming that they have re- 
gained the entiré $16,000,000 it wouid seem 


that he has made for the Havemeyers one | 


of the most giguntic “turns” on record—a 
turn which shows a profit of something like 


000,000. 

* After the Havemeyers sold out,” said 
the gentieman previously referred to, * the 
price of the certificates fell to about $90, 
which was a fair figure in view of the large 
earnings of the trust. The deciine from $90 
duwn to $50--at which they sold last month— 
was brought about by the Grey litigation, and 
the fear of the trustees that it might end in @ 
receivership for all the trust properties, not- 
withstanding the trust had no debts and at 
ali times within the last five months 
bas had as much as $11,000,000 of 
cash and cash assets in its treasury. 
Suit was being in the name of the 
receiver ot the defunct North River refinery 
to enjoin the payment of dividends and the 
appointment of a receiver for the trust and 
the saie of ita properties and the dis- 
tribution of the oceeds. ._ While this 
was going on the Messrs. Havemeyer were 
vowilling to repurchase the certificates they 
had sold, and tney heid off until the decision 
of Judge O’Brien iast Tuesday after- 
noon relieved them from the fear 
that the payment of dividends would 
be enjoined and gave assurance that the suit 
of the North River refinery’s receiver would 
not be pressed to a receivership. Then 
they vegan to buy back the cer- 
tificates, and up wt this time they 
bave replaced the greater part of those 
they sold above par. This is the cause of 
the sharp advance that has occurred in the 
last four days, and explains why tne drive of 
the bears against the stock Wednesday was 
such a dismal faiiure. 

* Juage O’Brien’s decision has rendered 
the continued paymentof dividends practica- 
bie, and as the trustis earning 10 per cent 
per annum the dividends, so far as anybody 
can now see, will be paid regularly 
without trenching on the origin sur- 
plus of $11,000,000. The Court of Ap 
peals will in April hear arguments 
on the question whether the trust may 
legally cortanue to exist in its present form, 
and it is likely that the decision will be 
rendered in Mayor June. If the Court of 
Appeals decision should be adverse the 
charters of the various companies in the 
trust will be surrendered and the properties 
will be recrganized in full accordance with 
the laws of this State.”’ 


ACCIDENTALLY SHOT BY, HER HUSBAND. 


Tragic Death of Mrs. Vall of St. Louis, 
Whose Life Was Heavily Insured. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Feb. 15.— [Special.]—Seven 
months ago pretty Fanny Slattery married 
Charies F. Vail, a bookkeeper in a whole- 
saie liquor house in this city. She was his 
second wife, he having been divorced from 
bis first. According to her mother Vaii 
never lived with his second wife and con- 
tributed nothing toward her support. He 
visited her regulariy, bowever, and she 
seemed deeply in love with bim. Shortly 
alter their marriage he obtained a §5,000 
accident insurance policy on her life from 
the United States Mutuai Accident Associa- 
tion of New York. A few days later he 
took out another $5,000 accident policy on her 
life from the New York Preferred Insurance 
company. He wanted, it is stated, to obtain 
additional insurance from one of the above 
companies, but its officers considered that 
fora bookkeeper with asalary of jess than 
$1,000 a year $10,000 accident insurance on 
his wife was as muchas hé ought to carry, 
and his request was refused. 

Last Saturday night Vail. and his wife left 
the city for Monroe, Lincoin County, about 
forty-five miles from St. Louis, but before 
going he took out a two-day American acci- 
Gent insurance policy on bis w.fe’s life for 
$5,000. It is said Mr. and Mrs. Vaii spent the 
time happily at Monroe and Monday alternoon 
Vail siarted for the city, his wife agreeing 
to go with him to the station to see him off, 
she remaining to finish her visit. As Mr. 
Vail was helping his wife icto the vehicle, 
he states, @ revoiver in bis overcoat pocket 
was accidentally discharged and the ball 
lodged in bis wife’s abdomen. She was taicen 
te the home of her uncle, where her iojury 
was pionounced fatul. Her mother. was 
summoned from St. Louis, and ar- 
rived in time to hear a statement 
from her daughter that Charlie (her 
husband) had said that his revolver had 
struck the wagon-wheel and that the shoot- 
ing Was accidental. The woman died. She 
was buried without an inguest and the next 
day Vail was back at his work. He bas noti- 
fied the insuranve companies that he wants 
them to pay the $13,000 accident insurance on 
his wife, the last $3.0u0 —- saved to him by 
the fact that the pistol was discharged within 
@ few bours of the expiration of the policy, 
Investigation shows that there was also a 
$5,000 life insurance policy on Mrs. Va.l, is- 
sued by the New York Life Insurance com- 
pany, payabie to ber children, out as she had 
no children the policy is not coliectabie it is 
thought, The insurance companies and di- 
rectors are at work on the case.

MANY INDIANS ARE DYING FROM GRIP. 


Appalling Report of Mortality Among the 
Tribes Near Oklahoma. 

Purcett, L T., Feb. 15.—[Special.]—ap 
palling reports have reached here. of the 
mortality among the Indians in the counties 
east and south of Okiaboma from the grip. In- 
dian-Agent Kane, from the Shawnee Nation, 
estimates. that nearly 100 of that tribe have 
died within a week from that disease, about 
two-thirds of them beimg children. The 
Kickapoos, Creeks, Iowas, Pottawatomies. 
and Arepahoesare-ali afflicted and their con- 
dition 1s said to be pitiable in tne extreme. 
The stricken tribes seem to have lost heart. 
When the grip appeared among them first 
the medicine men administered their water 
and herb cures, but whey seemed oniy 
to have aggravated the disease, and 
since the deaths have become so 
numerous the Indians refuse al! offers of 
assistance and lie down and die, According 
to reports there is hardly a tepee in which 
one or more inhabitants are not stricken, and 
itis said that in many of them lie dead 
bodies, the living being so unnerved by the 
Visitation that they have no energy to bury 
their friends.

Berlin Now Ha<« a Scandal. 


A disgraceful affair has occurred in the 
First Regiment of the Grenadier Guards, 
the oratk ment of the German army, re- 
sulting in une expulsion of one of its officers, 
Capt. Baron Bernard von Vechtritz-Stein- 
kirch, from we German army for 
dishonorable conduct. The Baron, who 
belongs to one of _ the most 
ancient families in Germany, was married ip 
June, 1887, to the only daughter of the cele- 
brated Je banker, Baron Bleichroeder of 
Berlin. wry which he received with 
her amonnted to several wiliion marks and 
two magnificent estates in Silesia, near 
Bresiau. For some. tine after tne 
marriage, which attracted much attention 
at the time, the young couple resided 
at the Zedirtz Hotel at Breslau, After this 
they settled down on their estate at Huen- 
ern. October, however, Baron Uecnh- 
tritz suddenly deserted his wife and de- 
parted for iga lands without leav- 
ing any address. Simultaneously a 
beautiful woman by the name of Eiseman 
disappeared from Breslau, and a few days 
afterwards the two Silesian estates were put 
up for sale by the Baron’s orders without 
uly regard to bis wife’s wishes in 
matier. In the following year 
the Baroness obtained a divorce. on 
the ground of her husband’s misconduct and 
desertion, and. during ne course of the trial 
the fact was brought to iight that Mme. 
Eiseman, whose intimacy with the Baron 
y existed previous to his marriage, had 
followed the young couple about from place 
to place during their honeymoon. Indeed 
scarcely a day bad passed on which she had 
not been visited by the bridegroom, As the 
latter refused to refund to his 
former wife a penny of her dowry,

FUNERALS IN THE WHITE HOUSE. 


The List of Those Whe Have Reen Baried 
from the Executive Mansion. 

Philadelphia Pres: A great deai of mis!n- 
formation is afloat about the number and 
dates of former funerals from the White 
House, and @specialiy from the East Parlor. 
The most accurate chroniclers agree in the 
statement that President William Heory 
Harrison’s was the first funeral to be heid 
there, He died April 4, 1841, and the foliow- 
ing day the public were admitted to view his 
remains, lying in state in the “outer ball,” 
now known as the yestibule—the tile-floored 
corridor where tage Marine Band plays on 
state occasions. The funeral was held 
in the East Parlor,. where the coffin 
rested on u« temporary catafalque. It was 
covered with black velvet and trimmed with 
goid tace, and over it was thrown a veivet 
pall with a deep golden fringe. On this lay 
the sword of Justice and the sword of State, 
surrounded by the scrol! of the Constitution, 
bound together by a funeral wreath formed 
of the yew and the cypress. The service 
was that of we Episcopai Church. After 
the services the coffia was carried to a large 
funeral car drawn by six white horses, each 
having at its head a black groom dressed ia 
white, with white turban and sash. The miili- 
tary arrangements for the funerai were under 
the charge of Maj..Gen. McUomb, Com- 
mander-in-Chief of ine Army, and Maj.-Gen. 
Walter Jones of the District militia. Gen. 
McComb himself died the same year. 

In October, 1842, Mrs. Louisa Tyler, wife of 
President John Tyler, died at the Mansion, 
and was buried from there. She was the 
only President’s wife to die dur nv ber bus- 
band’s term of office. Mrs. Millard Fillmore 
died at Willard’s Hotel in March, 1859, « few 
days after vacating the White House as its 
mistress, 

A year and fre months after Mrs, Tyler’s 
death, the first week in March, 1844, the 
funerals of four victims of the disaster on 
board the Princeton by the bursting of the 
gun “Peacemaker” were he'd in the Hast 
Parior. The fifth victim of distinction, Vir- 
gil Maxey, ex-Minister to The Hague and 
¢rane father to the presént Markoe sisters of 

ashington, was not taken to the White 
House, but bad a private funeral at tne house 
of friends. The four who lay in state m 
the East Parior were Secretary of State Abel 
P. Upshur, uncle of Rear Admirai Jona H. 
Upshur; Secretary of the Navy Gilmer, Com- 
modore Kennon, and ex-State Senator Gerd- 
ner of Gardner's Island, N: Y.. whose daugh- 
der Julia the following June became Mrs. 
President Tyter. ‘ 

This was the third tame President Tyler’s 
Cabinet had been bereft of ite head; first, by 
the resigoution of Daniel Webster; second, 
by the death of tne brilliant Hugh Legare, 
who had served less than five weeks; and 
aise, in the fatal ending of Secretary Up- 
sbhur. 

President Zachary Taylor died in the Man- 
sion July 9, 1850, and his remains lay in state 
several days in the East Room and were in- 
terred from there with great pomp. Gen. 
Scott commanded the military features of 
the occasion. The ponderous funeral car 
was drawn by eight white horses. Behind 
the funeral car was léd “Ola Whitey,” the 
charger ridden by Gen. Taylor in Mexico. 

Thus, between April, 1841, and July, 1850, 
seven funerals were held in the Executive 
Mansion—two Presidents, one President’s 
wife, and four officers and ciuzens of com- 
Manding positions. This was the most tragic 
decade in the history of the Mansion as to 
the number of ite dead. A long interregnum 
in the reign of death was now vouchsafed, 
until the funeral there of Willie Lincoin in 
February, 1862, followea by that of his father 
in April, 1865.. Mrs? Grant’s father was 
buried from the Bive Parior during Presi- 
dent Granv’s first Administration.

Board say that no ove was excluded from 
the count except one mana who was drunk 
and raising an uproar. But even if tne elec 
won officers did violate the provisions of the 
Election jaw so as to prevent tne voters 
from expressing their views, if throwing out 
the precinct would result in changing the re- 
sult, then the violauwon i¢ treated as of no 
torce. The County Board was not reaily a 
canvass board, and its refusal to count 
the votes from Precinct 34 Was an assump 
tion of power it did not possess. It could 
only make an abstract of tne votes, 
A mandamus proceeding to require tse 
board to imelude the vote of Precinct 
84 was had and the Mandamus was 
isaued. So that, in the eye of the law, the 
only certaficate of yotes from Silver Bow 
County that went to ine State Board con- 
tained the yotes of Precinct No. 34. If the 
acts of usurpation of the State Board are 
rubbed out there 1s a clean record. 

In answer to questions by Senator Evarts 
Mr. Jenks stated wat after the ballot nad 
been deposited in the box there exists 
among electuon or canvassing boards no 
power except to count and tabulate the votes 
cast. As to the iimitof the power of the 
Senate in making an inguiry into tne elec- 
tion of a member, it could pursue every 
voter to the iast resort; bDutit would not be 
wide to exercisé the power after coming into 
contact with the finding of a judicial tribunal 
thas has j won. Adjourned till

Five biils for the suppression of lottery 
gambling have been introduced in Congress 
during tne present session. One of these, 
introduced in the Senate oy Wilson of lowa, 
is identical with a bill introduced in the 
House by Gen. T. M. Browne of Indiana. It 
deciares that it shall be uniawful to convey 
by mail or to deposit in aay post office, postal- 
cur, jetter-box, or owner receptacie for mail 
matter, or to deliver to any empiloyé of the 
postal s@rvice any newspaper or O.wer pubii- 
cation containing any notice or advertise 
ment of a iottery or any report of a draw- 
ing, and prescribes a penalty of a fine of not 
less than 8200 and costs or imprisonment for 
not less than thirty days, or both, at the dis- 
creuon of the court, It provides that we 
same penalty spall be imposed upon any per- 
son enguged in publishing « hewsvaper as 
owner, part owner, manager, or superiniend 
ing agent, Presideat, of uviwer offiver o/ such 
newspaper, and upon any person connected 
in any way with a lottery who shall use ine 
maiis in any way to circulate lottery adver- 
tisements or promote any lovery. 

Gen. Browne has diso introduced a bill im- 
posing a fine, the amount of which is not 
named in ihe bill, upon any person who shail 
print, publish, or adverse any lotwery for 
himiseif or for ano.mer person, or who shall 
exnibit or devise any 6ign or representa- 
tion of a lottery, or in any Way iovite or en- 
tice any person tw purchase a iottery ticket. 
This vill applies only to we District of Co- 
lumbia and we Territories. 

Gen. Kingham of Pennsylvania, Chairman 
of tne House Committee on Post-Offives, bas 
introduced a bili to amend Sec. 3,004, Revised 
Statutes, so a8 to add imprisonment for not 
less than six months to the penalty or not 
more than $500 nor less than §100 for using 
the maile for the circuiauon of lottery ad- 
vertisements or tickets, or of o.ner schemes 
for obtaining Money under false pretenses. 
He adds to the secuon a deciaration tat ine 
act of mailing a letter, circular, or other lot- 
tery advertisewent shail be a continuous 
offense from the piace of mailing to and in- 
cluding the plave of delivery, dnd the several 
Unitea States Courts in the districts through 
which such mail matter shall be transmitied 
shall have concurrent jurisdiction over we 
trial of tne offense.

WINTER WHEAT IN GREENE COUNTY. 


Though Somewhat Damaged the Crop 
Will Not Be Mach Below an Aver*ce. 
Canrnotifon, TL, Feb. 15.—[Special. |— 

Greene County is one of the tea or twelve 

wheat-growing eounties of Lilinois. Various 

reports have been circulated as to the pres- 
ent condition of the growing winter wheat 
in this secuon, some goimg so far as to claim 
tnat it has been injured to such an extent 
that the crop will be a complete failure. 

With a view to ascertaining tne facts fifty 

leading farmers iiving in this county have 

keen interviewed. The questions “ What is 
the present condition of growme wheat?’’ 

‘** Hasit been injured?’ “if so, by what?’ 

have been put to and answered by 

representative wheat-raisers in every town- 
ship in Greene County. The answers con- 
flict somewhat, but out of fifty tnirty report 
that wheatisin an average condition. Not 
more than haif a dozea say that it is really io 
bad condiwon. Ali agrée, however, that the 
crop depends greatly on the weather from 
now till May 1. The wheat sown on upland 
is certainly in fine shape. The season has 
been favorabie for @ vigorous growth, but 
unere has not been enough snow to pro- 
tect it, abd tere has been too much aiter- 
nate freezing and thawing. The extremely 
wet weather has increased the injury from 
these causes. Fully one-half of tue men in- 
terviewed spoke of wheat being injured in 
this Way, some ogg, Shenae damuge us high 
as 25 per cent. The ssian fiy also comes 
in for considerable notice, tne presence of 
this insect bemg reported by thirty out of 
the fifty farmers taiked with. Most of xem 
consider the damage light. One man says 
that 40 percentof thé late sown wheat is 
kined, The guéstion, “Judging from the 
present condition, Wili the crop be larger or 
smalier than an average*’ was ulso asked 
of we fifty farmers. To this twercty an- 
ewered that the present condition promises 
au average yield, nipe'said larger toan an 
averag’, seven suid less, and the rest were 
non-committalL The conclusion is that while 
wheat has pot been killed ontit has been 
somewhat injured, but with a favorabie

Fou Toat the owners of real estate on or 
near said north shore suitable for the location of 
a Cook County Insane Asylum sbould not in jus- 
tice and right contract or sell any such land in 
future, until after such institation bas been defi- 
ni located, without inserting in any option, 
contract, or deed therefor a forfeiture ciause or 
condition forbidding the use of such land for any 
such purpose. for the reason that inaividual pur- 
chasers in no way connected with the county 
government may be but ‘stool pigeons’ or specu- 
lators, both willing.and eager to speculate off 
the ruin of our locality. 

Fifth—The words iail us adequately to ex- 
press our detestation of the man, men, clique. 
or ring who shall deliberately or negligently aid 
in ae such institution anywhere in our 
midst. 

We therefore call to the attention of all 
interested as residents and property-owners on 
the north shore the danger.which threatens 
them, and we desire to impress upon owners of 
land, as before indicated, the fact that the cir- 
cumstances call‘for vigilance on their part in 
guarding against such threatened injury, and we 
ask ell the towns and villages interested to join 
in a united opposition to even the possibility of 
an insane asyium being located anywuere upon 
the north shore.

NEBRASKA MERCHANTS HEARD FROM. 


Protests Against Repealing s Part of the 
Inter-State Commerce Act, 

Wasuinoton, D.C., Feb. 15.—[Special.]— 
The attempt to make out that tne farmers of 
Nebraska want the long and sbort baul 
clause of the Inter-State law repealed is not 
likely to meet with success. The railroads 
have tried to have that clause nullified ever 
since the law was passed, but if they can 
make it appear that the producing interests 
of the country demand the repeal they would 
have much better chances of getting favor- 
able legislation. Telegrams have been re- 
ceived showing that public sentimeat in Ne- 
braska is alive to the scheme by which tne 
railroads seek to hold the law responsible for 
their own extortions. The petitions received 
protesting yar the repeal of the ciause 
are signed by the President, Secretary, and 
Executive rd of the Nebraska State 
Farmers’ Alliance, and the following mer- 
chants and Geabhons- ane of Lincola, Neb. :

DENOUNCING THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE. 


The Catholic Bishop of Kansas Attacks It 
io a Pastors! Letter. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., Feb. 15.—[Special] — 
The Kt,-Rey. Bishop Fink of the Diocese 
of Kansas has written a pastoral letter de- 
nouncing the Farmers’ Alliance and warn- 
ing Catholic farmers not to join it. The prin- 
cipal objection is to the ritual, which the 
Bishop construes as saying: ‘“‘ You can share 
in our benefits if you adopt the religion 
which we have established. We have our 
own cheplain, our own religious services, our 
own religious observances, and have no need 
of Jesus Christ or his church.

The conservative 
old heads said it was impossible, stopped, and 
figured on the situation, and finally came to 
the conclusion with great surprise that the 
value was established on a sound business 
basis. While this caloulating was going on 
and the dealers were getting their minds ad- 
justed to a situation they had not clear- 
ly foreseen there was some speculation 
as to what other corners were worth. 
If, Dearborn street frontage were worth 
$7,500 a foot, where was such a basis of cal- 
culation going to iand values on State 
street? The development of the last few 
days in the readjustment of leases and 
tne making of sub- that have been go- 
ing on in the heart of the retail districtarean 
indication of wonderful valuations on State 
street property. Itis a valuation that some 
people think has gone up to such a degree 
that no other structures than air castles 
could afford to occupy the property.

It is true that some of the recent tales 
of fabulous bonuses and ehormous ground 
rents are received with expressive shrugs of 
the shoulders. These stories of annual rent 
als at a figure which would buy tha property 
each year Were it situated not far away are, 
in plain truth, noteverywhere believed. Even 
though the reports come with the stamp of 
indorsement from the principals in the trans- 
actions ulterior motives are imagined as a 
reason for their circulation, and the ex- 
pressive shrugs of shoulders are ted.

Some of these announced advances may 
be fictitious. O'hers are undoubtedly infia- 
enced by special causes which do not apply 
to the streetin general. But there is still 
left a marked tendeney toward most material 
advances. To what extent leading retailers 
cao afford to resist that is an interestin 
proposition. The largest dry-goods house o 
the city once decided that the limitof advance 
in rentals had been reached, and rather than 
submit to further extortion gave up a State 
street corner and moved to Wabash avenue. 
Before a rival’s goods had been fairly settled 
in the new locaton, for which they were 
paying the advanced rent, it was seen thaf 
the tiae of customers had not been carried 
from the corner with the removal of the old 
house. The mistake was quickly appreciated 
and $100,000 in cold coin was paid to the

Chicago’s business district is probably 
more curiously situated than that of any 
other city an the country. The business dis- 
trict is practically but nine blocks square. 
Geveral trade cannot be driven across eitner 
branch of the river, and on the south it is 
largely hemmed in by the railroads, The 
street-car haes discharge their passengers 
at practically a common center. The cus- 
toms of the city have crystaliized the tend- 
ency towards centralization to an unusual 
degree.

A general retail store on State 
street withit’ two biocks of Madison street 
seems to attract a profitable business inevit- 
abiy simply from the force of its location. 
The ple are there and the business will 
he done there. Where this condition of 
affairs is to lead, to what uodreamed of ex- 
tent rents, and with them values, can be 
forced up there, will need a prophet to an- 
swer who has profited in his judgment by 
remembering the sUpposedly impossible 
things which have constantiy been coming to 
pass in the Chicago real-estate market. 

There are many mén interested in the 
market here who fave neyer clearly got the 
old 10-per-cent idea out of their heads as a 
basis to figure Values on, They calcuiated all 
their investments for years on that basis, and 
now when they want to buy more with their 
profits they are astonished beyond measure 
at some of the prices asxed. One of the most 
common occurrences now days runs so mething 
hke this: An owner is offered a price for his 
property that is perhaps ten times what he 
gave for it. The price is higher than he had 
any idea himself of placing the value. Cer- 
tainly he will accept it; but on second 
thought he sees that it will be wise to defer 
the final transfer till he sees what he can do 
with the money. Then begins a search that 
is full of disappointment. ere isn’ta piece 
of property into which he can put his money 
that is sure to net him over 65 per cent, and 
the owner goes back to whe would-be pur- 
chaser declining to sell. It is along that line 
that brokers have seen thousands of dollars 
of comrhissions vanish late! 

Confidence in the general outlook of the 
real-estate situation improves with each 
week of the new year. Certainly nothing 
could be asked in the way of greater  confi- 
dence in business property vaines. If tne 
confiaence were not quite so great the brok- 
ers would earn more commissions. As the 
situation is now itis the man who wants to 
buy who must wear out his shoe leather, 
while the seller may sit in his office and 
receive aclegations of brokers with offers 
for his property. There is littie to be 
desired in improvement of the situation in 
residence lots. The cheap lots, it is true, 
have a going rather slowly this yeur, 
though the dealers profess w be more than 
satisfied with the record of the winter 
months. They seem to bedoing more worry- 
ing over where the acres are to come from 
for future subdivisions than they do about 
how they shall disposeof what lots they hare 
left from tne old ones. The low-priced lots 
that are being soid now have less of the 
speculative element in their purchase than 
was the case last summer. A great propor- 
tion of those now being sold will soon be the 
site of homes. The extent to which acres 
have been advanced is a serious check to the 
subdivision movement. If owners do not 
recede somewhat the public will be forced to 
accept a new schedule of prices in the lot 
business.

LOSS OF MEMORY FOR SIX MONTHS. 


Singular Story of a New Hampshire Man’s 
Aimtless Wanderiags. 

SzeaTTite, Wash., Feb. 10.—A strange story 
of loss of memory is that told by Arthur 
Dow, who disappeared Aug. 30 last from Lit- 
tleton, N. H., and was found by his wife in 
Seattle. At the time Dow disappeared from 
Littleton he was a successful merchant 
there, having a business worth $300,000, on 
which he realized $26,000 a year. Dow was a 
church member, astrictly temperate man, 
and enjoyed the confidence of the entire 
community. He was married toan estima- 
bie lady and had two daugbters, aged 8 and 
9% Aug. 30 he disappeared, no one knew 
whither. Rewards were offered and detect- 
ives employed, but tono avail. His wife 
and friends, after a month of inquiry, gave 
him up for dead, supposing he had met foul 
piay. Heleft his business affairs in such 
good condition that his wife’s friends soon 
straightened them out. 

Feb. 3 Mrs. Dow was greatly surprised to 
receive a letter from her husband dated Ta- 
coma, Jan. 27. Its tone indicated mental in- 
capacity. Mrs. Dow at once telegraphed to 
Mra.gPhilip Winsor, a married sister in Seat- 
tle, to go to Tacoma and taxe care of her 
husband. Then she boarded a train for Seat- 
tie. Phiip Winsor went to Tacoma and 
found the missing merchant. He iooked 
wild. His hair had grown down to his shoul- 
ders and his beard was long and unkempt. 
He told a strange story. He said that when 
he left home he bad a hullucination that a

‘man in Piymouth, N. H., would sell him a 


large amount of coal at a fabulously low 
rate. He went there, but imagining the man 
had gone West followed. He lost ail mem- 
ory of his own. name for several months, 
which were perfect blank... He had checks 
and $126 in his ket. When he got to 
Portiand, Ore., Nov, 11, he came partly 
to his senses and tried to buy a ticket 
to go home on the train. The price was $59, 
and he had only $50. Heremembered that he 
had relatives in Seattle and bought a ticket 
there, but on the train he relapsed again and 
lost. all idea of identity and remained at Ta- 
coma. e has an indistinct idea that he was 
an inmate of a hospital for many weeks. He 
thinks he owes a large bili for medical at- 
tendance, but the impression is vague. 

His instinct of self-preservation led to se- 
curing work in a sash and door factory in 
Tacoma. A short time before he wrote to his 
wife he was seized with the .grip. When he 
recovered from this, although in debt, hus 
mind seemed to brighten. He realized who 
he was and wrote to his wife, telling ber he 
was in debt for board and medical attend- 
ance, and tosend him enough money to pay 
his way home. He was brought to this city 
to Mrs. Winsor’s house. 

Today his wife arrived, and the scene be- 
tween the long-lost husband and wife can 
better be imagined than described. Mr. Dow 
has brightened perceptibly in the last few 
days, and hopes of recovery are entertained. 
Today tne family were talking about Ma- 
sonry, when Mr. Dow remarked: ‘Why, I 
am a Knight Templar. I forgot all about it 
tili this moment. In my troubles if I had 
known I would not haye wanted for any- 
thing. I would have been cared for and re- 
stored to my wife and family, but 1 forgot 
the sant, Nes when I failed to remember my 
name. Itis funny, but itseems to me I for- 
got everything. The past is a complete 
piank for several monvbs, 

Mrs. Dow when interviewed said: “I had 
given up the hope of éver seeing my hus- 
band again. I was overjoyed to receive a 
letter fromhim. 1 immediately telegraphed 
my sister and started West, arriving here 
this morning. I met my husband in this 
house, and wasso glad to see him and he 
was glad to see me. He has changed some, 
to be sure, but we are awful giad to have 
him back. I think with a little care and at- 
tention he will be himself. He does not care 
to see any one that knew him in former 
times, but is very a@uxious to see his two 
little daughters. Iidon’t know how soon we 
wili return to New Hampshire, but we will 
be governed by my husband’s heaith in the 
matter. I shail wait till be gets reai strong 
before undertaging the journey.

While the last remnants of the defunct 
Chicago University are being carted away, 
Racine College, that for months has been 
hovering near death’s door, begins to show 


signs of returning life. | 

These two institutions, founded with pomp 
and ceremony early in the ’50s, were believed 
to be destined to become the great educa- 
tional centers of the new West. For a quar- 
ter of a century they flourished. Students 
crowded their balis, and their alumni today 
taxe a prominent part im the affairs of the 
Northwest. In all except money both insti- 
tutions were all that their founders had 
hoped for. But the money never came, 

The haunting presence of deticits stalked 
amid the resuvities of commencements. It 
was present an uninvited guest at the din- 
ners of the professors. From the class- 
room and the faculty meetings it was 
seidom absent. When the trastees met the 
presence was there. 

‘You are the masters today,” it seemed to 
say, “I will wait. With all your figuring 
you cannot escape me.” 

The Chicago University was tne first to 
succumb. Her hundreds of educational or- 
phans were left to mourn for their aima 
mater who was no more. The sister institu. 
ticn on the beautiful bluff at Racine kept it 
longer atbay. But her time had to come. 
The catastrophe was hastened by the troubles 
and scanaal over Dr.. Aibert Z. Gray’s resig- 
nation a year ago. The trustees, who had 
viewed the steadily growing deficit with 
alarm for years, saw it Was time to act. 
Dr. Gray went out in anger, the college was 
disrupted, and three weeks later he died. 

Nothing, it tnen seemed, could save Racine 
College. She lacked both Money and stu- 
dents. All she had on which sure returns 
could be counted were debts and enemies. 
Of both there was a pany Gerald R. Mce- 
Dowell, the Rector of the Grammar School, 
and a half-dozen of tae teachers movea down 
to Kenosba and- started a rival institution, 
taking with them a good share of the stu- 
dents. In the college proper only fourteen 
remained aftcr the exodus. campus and 
buildings looked like “The Deserted Vil- 
lage.”” Gathered in the t chapel the 
little handful of students leit were like a lost 
tribe. ' 

The death of Dr. Gray from pneumonia 
closed the lipsof those who had succeeded 
him. Tney could not defend their course 


‘leading to his resignation except over his 


open grave, and this they would not do. 
Thus unrefuted calumny was added to the 
load already too strong for the institunmon. 

“This was the winter of our discontent,” 
the Rev. Arthur Piper, who became Warden, 
said yesterday. ‘* There seemed scarcely a 
ray of hope of saving the institution.”’ 

Bishop McLaren of Chicago was selected to 
lead the foriorn hope that was to save the 
college or nobly fail He became Acting 
Warden, giving as much of his time to the 
coliege as his duties in the Chicago diocese 
would permit. 3 

** Bishop McLaren was the hero of the sit- 
vuation,’”’ Mr. Piper added. “It was he who 
straightened out the affairs of the institution 
by business tact and ability. The visit of 
the Sheriff, in the guise of an undertaker, 
was postponed,”’ 

Last June it became evident that some- 
thing must be jettisoned or all would be 
lost. The coilege course was thrown over, the 
grammar department being retained as a 
nucieus for the future, mtb yn the gram- 
mar department had furnished the funds for 
running the college, and it was believed it 
could maintain itself ifieftalone. The cir- 
cular of the remnantissued last June showed 
upon its last page the Fpl hy ofagrave. Ase 
the time for opening for the fall term began 
the picture seemed to be prophetic of the fate 
of Racine Vollege. Placed there by chance, 
asthe Warden acknowledged, because the 
printers needed a picture to fill out the circu- 
lar, it became a meiancholy reminder of what 


ye be in store, F te 

ginning with a few in. the Sah ot 
Mar departmént last Se Roar the list has 
gradually wo until thirty-nine are now 
enrolied, Time has begun Ww heal the wounds 
caused by Dr, Gray’s resignation, The in- 
tense enmity aroused by that event among 
many is dying out, and the old love for the 
institution, so ery. among Episcopalians 
in une lamented Dr. DeKoven’s life, is being 
rekindied, 

To maintain even the nucieus for future 
upbuilding has required a nobie seif-sacri- 
fice. The Rey. Mr. Piper refused ali recom- 
pense for services as Warden, and his staff 
of teachers only accepted from the trustees 
salaries sufficient to pay their living ex- 
penses. The debt has veen reduced to $19,- 
000, and that amount so placed that it will 
cause no trouble so long as the interest is 
paid. The expenses of the institution have 
been reduced to correspond with the limited 
number of pupils, and next June the college 
will come out of one of the most trying 
ordeals ever faced by an instituwon of learn- 
ing. 

“The winter has been kind to us. We 
have not burned much coal,” Mr. Piper said, 
in telling how closely affairs had to be man- 


aged. 

While there is life there is hope, and the 
friends ot the college are beginning to talk 
of reéstablishing the university features. In 
the meeting of the Board of Trustees held 
at Bishop Kuight’s residence in Milwaukee 
Thursday the sentiment was strong that tor 
the good of.the church in the North west this 
ought soon to be done. Even those who 
were once most pronounced for closing the 
institution favored 116 early reopening’ the 
strongest. The Bishops of most of the North- 
westerngaioceses were present at the meet- 
ing, and their hopefuiness was the first ray 
of hope lighting up the gloom. 

** The college proper,” Mr. Piper said yes- 
terday, “will, however, never be reéstab- 
lished until it has an endowment. The won- 
der is not how Racine College came to close 
but how she lived as long as she dai But 
the experiment will rot be tried again. With 
$100,000 to endow four chairs or $75,000 for 
three the way for reopening the college 
would be clear. We hear talk of this one or 
that going to help us, but thus far there is 
nothing tangible. We shall strive in hope, 
meanwhile doing all we can for the pupils 
in our grammar school. To them we intend 
to give good, straight, honest teaching, with 
no furbeiows about it.”

It must also be Femembered that there are 
many who leok with indifference on the 
bribe-taking ana biackmailing of tne profes- 
sional Alderman, Those who wii! heve notb- 
ing to do with him who steals from or de- 
frauds a private individual have no severe 
condemnation tor the person who robs a cor- 
poration, whether it be a city, a railroad, or 
a gas company. Thus a boodier returning 
from Canaua or Joliet is welcomed even with 
a judicial handshake, while he who has 
rebved Tom, Dick, or Harry finds no one 
ready to condone his crime. The time may 
come when it will be looked on by every one 
as bewng as great an offense to plunceracity, 
to biackmail a street railway, or to rob a 
millionaire as to pick a pocket, but it has not 
yet arrived. 

These are some of the reasons why it is so 
hard to suppiant the professional Alderman 
and why he has such a hold on the voters of 
his ward.

THE BSILBOADS AND THE SUBUBRBANITES 
The railroads centering in this city have 
unofficially announced that after the 9th of 
uext month they donot intend to run their 
trains any faster than ten miles an hour 
within the city limits, that being the rate of 
speed permitted by ordinance. At present 
they are runat from twenty up to nearly 
forty miles an hour. Should. thie change 
be actually made it would play smash with 
the suburban people, for it would about 
double the length of time which it would 
take to get inte the city. It now takes thirty 
minutes to come in from Evanston on the 
“fast train.” Were the ordinance obeyed it 
would take nearer seventy. Anything of 
this kind, besides interfering with the com- 
fort of the dwellers in the outskirts, would 
also affect most seriously the value of sub. 
urban property, which depends almost entire- 
ly on the quick time to Chicago. 

But there seems to. be no reason to judge 
that the rouds have any inteation of doing 


hornets’ nests about the ears of Presidents 
and Superintendents. And if they were in 
earnest, what are railroad compacts worth! 
Like the ight vows of lovers, they are made 
only to be broken. One road would speedily 
violate the agreement, and then others would 
toliow in self-defense. 

It is probabie that the roads are trying to 
bluff the Council into repealing the ten miles 
an hour ordinence and allawmg them to go 
as fast as they please. At presert they 
run all their trains illegally, and if 


son, while the road may be in all 
other respects free from blame the fact re- 
mains that it was running too fast. Thus on 
this account aione the recent accident at 
Rosehiil Cemetery cost the Northwestern 
$7,500. Hence thé railroads naturally want to 
getrid of an ordinance which is never enforced, 
and which nobody dreams of enforcing, but 
which sometimes comes up in court to plague 
them. As good business-men they want to 
pay as little as possible for this concession, 
and hence they are scaring the suburbanites 
in the hope that they will rush to their 
Aldermen and tell them the road must have 
whatever it wants or there will be trouble 
at the polls next April. There is an ordinance 
before the Council on this subject now and 
it may come up at any moment. 

This favor is worth something to the rail- 
roads or they would not ask it. Therefore 
they should pay for it—not by giving money 
to individual Aldermen, after the old fash- 
ion, but by agresing to build viaducts when 
required to do so, and in the meantime to put 
gates and flagmen atevery crossing. If the 
city would also do its part by arresting and 
fining reckless drivers who dash across 
tracks and men and women who trespass on 
the railroad right of way, and thus teach 
people to be careful, there would be no more 
accideats from fast than from slow trains— 
perhaps not so many. 


REFORM THE GAS BiLLS 

It is welcome news to consumers in this 
city that the Council Committees on Gas is 
almost unanimously iu favor of an equaliza- 
tion in price tO one dollar. per 1,000 feet to 
both public and private consumers. The

Itis just possible that without 
such backing the gas men wiil succeed in 
the effort to “persuade”? some that they 
had better not insist on the change, and in- 
duce others to think they show a zeal in the 
service of their constituents which will not 
be suitably appreciated, If the people of 
this city who now pay much bigger Dilis 
than are necessary want cheaper gas they 
can have it, but not without the asking, and 
the demand must be made in. ne uncertain 
tones, Now is the time to speak out. 


EXPEDITING me fae ag DISTRICT 
ABE. 

Judge Horton and Judge Grinnell sitting 
en banc yesterday in the former's court sus- 
tained the demurrer filed im behalf of the 
Drainage Trustees to the bill fled by Mr. A. 
M. Pence praying for an injunction restrain- 
mg the said trustees from issuing bonds or 
levying atax under the provisions of the 
Sanitary act, passed last session and adopted 
by the people at the November election. 
Subsequently the Judges sustained tne 
answer made by Messrs. Wilson and Gregory, 
who acted for the trustees in both cases, to 
the information in quo warranto filed pre forma 
by the State’s-Attorney. : 

Messrs. James P. Root, W. T. Burgess, and 
Hugh A. White, representing Owen Murray, 
an active member of the Democratic County 
Central Committee, “and others’? wanted 
to intervene in both proceedings. Mr. Pence 
strenuously objected to the amerdment of his 
bill to suit Mesers. Root. Burgess, ef ai. He 
intimated that the proveedings of 
those attorneys were intended for 
the purpose of deiay, and pleaded 
the necessity of a prompt decision by the 
court below, so that the case could be taken 
to the Supreme Court at the March term and 
a final decision obteined at an early date, 
thus removing the doubt and uncertainty 
which nuw paralyze the action of the San- 
itary Trustees. Mr. Pence repudiated tie 
idea that tue suit was a collusive one and 
promised that it would be fought with vigor. 
The court ruled with Mr. Pence, pointing out 
that the otner litigants could intervene in the 
proceedings before the Supreme Court and 
present their briefs there challenging the 
validity of the law in all its parts and bear- 
ings. Messrs. Root ana Burgess were not 
permitted to intervene in the quo warranto 
proceedings. 

If they persist in their suits now they must 
take independent action. They cannet de- 
lay or obstruct the suit of Mr. Pence or the 
suit brougat in the name of State’s-Attorney 
Longenecker. They will have to be ready 
with their arguments and briefs at the March 
term of theSupreme Court in order to have 
“a hearing without prejudice.” 

The rulings of Juages Horton and Grinnell 
are eminentiy satisfactory because they in- 
sure a speedy and final decision. The briefs 
of Messrs Wilson and Gregory in benaif of 
the Sanitary Trustees wiil be flied the firat 
day of the March term. The Supreme Court, 
no doubt, understands the value of time in 
this matter and will probably render a decis- 
jon during the sitting, some time in Marcn. 
If the validity of the law is sustained work 
ought to be begun on the main drainage chan- 
nel within a year. The trustees seem to 
realize the nersssity for prompt action in the 
matter, and at their meeting yesterday the 
engineer was directed to have all the pre- 
liminaries arranged for the piacing of a sur- 
yeying party in the field by the ietof next 
May. a hnal decision is counted ou as a cer- 
tainty before that time. 

It is gratifying too to note that Engineer 
Cooley recognizes the public impatietice of 
delay on this subject, aud he no longer talks 
about the postponement of actual work until 
1892. The agitation on this subject during 
the last week has done some good, 
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A SIGNIFICANT PARALLEL. 

The Utica (N. Y.) Herald has fired a shot 
into Mr. Bellamy’s *“ Looking Backward” 
which is likely to do it considerable damage. 
It has been assuined aii along that * Looking 
Mackward’’ was the outcom? of Mr. Bell- 
amy’s own ideas, and the various natonal- 


istic societies which are in process of forma- | 


tion and are founded upon those ideas have 
plumed themselves that they were following 
a leader who had blazed the way to a system 
of human perfection and happiness. All the 
merit of this book, indeed, rests upon the 
originality of Mr. Bellamy’s conception and 
the novel manner in which he has treated it. 
And now it is developed that there is noth- 
ing orginal in the conception or in the man- 
ner of treatment. It is another’s idea 
elaborated and brought down todate. That 
is all. 

The Utica Herald has been furnished with 
one of the few copies known to be extant of 
aromance called “Henry Russell; or, The 
Year Two Tnousand,”. written by ‘the late 


Hon. John Wells of Fulton County, New’ 


York, in 1346. The work in question was 
written without the knowledge of his friends, 
and it was some time before he could find a 
puolisher. Through the help of Horace 
Greeley he was finally successful, and tne 
book, @ paper-covered octavo of 11] pages, 
was finally issued by William M. Graham, 
New York, in 1846. Itdid not meet with a 
ready sale, and the author was so chagrined 
that he sent for the unsold copies and bought 
inallof the others he could fing and de- 
stroyed them. How closely the two stories 
are related is shown by tne following sketon 
of “ Henry Russell ”’:

lipes as Bellamy and runuing foul in every 
instance of that perverse and insurmount- 
able obstacle, human nature. From the 
aposties’ time to the present these reformers 
have been tryiwg to put round pegs into 
square holes and vice versa, and they will 
probably continue to the end of time. If the 
operation is amusing no fault can be found 
with 1t, but let not every one who attempts 
it think heis doing it for the first time or 
assume to wear the mantie of prophecy, be- 
cause he is uttering dry as dust platitudes,

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INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT INIQUITY. 

Representative George E. Adams, who in 
this matter as in many otbers misrepresents 
the Fourth Congressional District of Ilinois, 
has been authorized by the House Judiciary 
Committee to make a favorable report upon 
the International Copyright bill, although 
the committee as a whole does not indorse 
the bill: Mr. Adams has called attention to 
the fact that the so-culled ‘ Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Union,” anew and feeble organiza- 
won of limited membership aad influence, 
urges the passage of the bill. This may be 
so, but is Representative Adams altogether 
discreet in ealling public attention so vcon- 
spicuously to the want of consideration and 
thought which the so-called “‘ Newspaper 
Publisners’ Union” has given the subject? 
Is he even aware that the so-called “ Pub- 
lishers’ Union’? includes few newspapers of 
character orinfluence? if the N. P. U. were 
engaged in the pubiication of books it is 
probable that they would not have acted in 
such a precipitate manner or indorsed a 
scheme tne principal effect of which will be 
to give a ring of big publishers the monop- 
oly of the publication business in combina- 
tion with the English pubdiishers, to kill off 
the small publishers, make books the lux- 
ury of the rich, and to tax American read- 
ers three or four times the price for English 
books reprinted here which they would have 
to pay for corresponding American books. 
While Representative Adams is in an ex- 
plaining mood he might explain how ‘the 
American reading public is to be benefited 
or how smell publisbers are to be prospered 
by legalizing an Anglo-American trust in 
books. He might also expiain, what none of 
the advocates of the Copyright bill have yet 
been able or. willing te do, why foreign au- 
thors should not be contented with a reason- 
able royalty, say a royalty of 10 per cent on 
the wholosale publishers’ prices, which is 
fully up to the average received by Amer- 
ican authors, instead of forcing the reading 
public to pay three or four prices for their 
books, and why this would not be a fair com- 
pensation, as it would certainly be ample 
protecnhon, Perhaps this is asking too much, 
however, for if this iniquitous and unjust 
measure is enacted into law members of Con- 
gress who vote for it will have ample oppor- 
tunities offered them by their constituents 
to explain their action. Explanations wiil 
not only be invited but demanded, for the 
people are not in a temper to be victimized by 
abuge book trust, promoted by George &, 
Adams and authorized by Congre® without 
calling somebody to account, even though the 
Newspaper Publisners’ Union, partaking of 
the New York pubiishers’ hospitality, may 
urge the passage of the latter’s pet measure. 


PRESBYTSRIAN FAITH. 

It is related in the eighth chapter of the 
Acts of the Aposties that a certain man once 
asked what should bidder him irom being 
baptized. He was answered, “If tnou be- 
hevest with ail thine heart thou mayest,’’ 
and he replied, “I believe that Jesus Christ 
is the Son of God.” He was accepted vy 
Philip without further question. It was not 
insisted that the candidate should proclaim 
himself in harmony with any particular set 
of viewsin regard to the doctrines of elec- 
ton and predestiaation, or that he should 
commit himself on the topic of infant salva- 
tion, or even say whether or not he thought 
it possibile for the heathen to be saved unless 
they heard the word and believed as he did. 
Oue cardinal admission was enough. 

The same book tells us that the disciples 
soon began to differ among themselves on 
points of doctrine, and the history of the 
church during the first few centuries is full 
ot dogmatic discussion about things some of 
which are not now generally regarded as 
vital, The leaders sought to control the 
faith of the muititude, and ultimately to 
choke off debate by the formulating of creeds 
and the issuance of edicts. They loaded 
down the church with such a mass of mate- 
rial supposed to be necessary to salvation 
that a vigorous protest was subsequently en- 
tered againat the whole thing by the reform- 
ers. The iatter deemed it secessary 
to be emphatic in condemning  cer- 
tein doctrines which they judged ua- 
scriptural, and this could not Well be 
Gone without the formulation of articles 
of faith for themselves. Subsequent dissent 
from the position taken by the first protest- 
erg led to the utterance of still other docn- 
meats intended as guides for the faithful 
and to act as a moral fence for keeving them 
within the fold.

Probably the men 
who drew up the confessions of ;faith that 
are still supposed to furnish platforms for 
the churches would be far less positive about 
many things, and admit their inability to de- 
cide for others in regard to them, if they had 
the work to do over again. It might be ad- 
visable for their successors to make a note of 
this and act accordingly, bearing in mind 
that unity should only be insisted on in es- 
sentials, and that in regard to all the rest the 
Christian can be trusted to think for himseif. 


DEFRAUDING THE CANADIANS. 

There is trouble across the border. The Ca- 
nadians are compisining that they have been 
wronged, and it is impossible to avoid admit- 
ting the justice of their complaint and sym- 
pathizing with them. They are in the plight 
of people who, having paid .a good round 
price for some article of luxury which : they 
can ill afford, suddenly find themselves 
cheated out of it. 

It has Jong been the custom of the Cana- 
dians to import at great expense some titled 
Englishman to act as their Governor-Geveral. 
They lend him a flue mansion, rent free, pay 
hima big salary, lavish attentions on him, 
give him free excursions, and present him 
when he leaves with an address setting forth 
their regret at hie departure, The provinces 
are not particularly wealthy, they have a big 
debt, and itis not always easy to get a liy- 
ing, yet they cheerfully tax themselves for 
this one luxury and never grumble as long 
as they get what they paid for. 

They stana the expense of a viceregal 
court at Ottawa, but it is with the under- 
standing that they are to share in its festivi- 
ties. When there are invitations to balls 
and parties they are not to be given out in 
accordance with English class rules, but the 
more democratic ones of this continent. 
When there is adance at Rideau Hall the 
wel)-to-do and well-behaved tradesman ex- 
pects to get a card. He looks forward to a 
bow ora handshake from a scion of the 
noble house of Argyle or Derby. He may 
even have asmile from the daughter of a 
Queen or a dance with the piece of an Earl. 
He thinks that these things are worth all he 
pays for them and evenmore, He feels, like 
an American with a titled son-in-law, that 
these things come dear, but they are worth 
the having. 

Imagine, therefore, the wrath of what are 
called in England the middie classes, the 
Canadian tradesmen and the shopkeepers, 
members of Parliament as well as residents 
at the Capital, when it became known the 
other day that the little court was to be run 
on English principles, and that while a mer- 
chant was ndt to be invited to a receptuon or 
a ball because he was in tradea petty cierk 
in a public office if related tosome one with a 
title could getin. This strikes the Canadians 
as a downright swindie, and so if is. What 
to them is Lord Lyuiph Stanley if they are 
not to be allowed in the house they let him 
occupy! Why pay him big wages if they 
cannot take him by the hand? Why buy an 
article of veriu that one is not allowed to see 
or handle. 

While the Canucks do dearly love a Lord 
they are business people, and propose to get 
all they have bargained for. If they capnot 
have state balis end state receptions which 
they and their families can attend they will 
notify England that it is unnecessary to send 
over any more Governors-General and that 
the present one may be recalled. Lord Stan- 
ley should take warning. Hehas a good 
place, with big pay, and all he is asked to do 
in return 1s to be obliging toa lot of people 
who are quite as decent and well-mannered 
as he is. Itisone of the softest jobs on the 
American Continent, and he ought not to lose 
it because of a few Old-World notions. 


A DEATH-BED BEPENTANCE. 

The last hope which New York had of 
steal‘ug the World’s Fair trom Cnicago has 
faded away into the illimitable distance, Ex- 
Senator Platt’s exposure of the Tammany 
cat so neatly hidden under the meal in the 
ten-million-dollar bill has led to the defeat 
of the attempt to place a campaign fund of 
millions ia the hands of the Democrats to be 
used at the next Presidentaai election. Mr. 
Piatt is being abused for this just now both by 
the Democrats ang the Republicans who be- 
leve that Tammany can be trusted, but he can 
stand it. He has deserved well of the Re 
public.

A curious coilision between the ancient 
and moders system of doing things has oc- 
curred in Massachusetts, and as a result of 
it the ancient Town of Bridgewater and the 
equally ancient Town of Provincetown, on 
the tip end of Cape Cod, are atirred from 
center to circumference.

Capt. Ryder is ano old and 
retired fisherman who is an exception to the 
general character of the population of the 
quaint old fishing town, bemg s widower 
living with his only daughter Helen. Most 
of the people of Provincetown are widows 
whose husbands are ‘sleeping on the Grand 
Banks, but Capt. Reuben weathered tne 
gales until he was too old to fish any 
more, and was compelled to retire, im- 
poverished by his hard luck. His good wife 
died some time since, and Helen, like a brave 
girl, set out to support ber father, She 
entered the State Normal School to it her- 
self for a teacher, end she studied hard and 
stood second in her class, All the money 
which her father had managed to lay up, 
about $250, was expended upon her. tuition, 
but this she bad determined to repay when 
she had a school of her own. 

As the time of her graduation was at hand

THOMAS FEE TO BE TRIED FOK MURDER. 


He Is Charged with Killing Wis Friend, 
William Thorp of Oregen, Mo. 

Sr. Josrrn, Mo., Feb. 15.—[Speciai.|—Seat- 
ed in the Francis Street Station this morn- 
ing was ashabbily dressed man. His face 
was covered by a stubby growth of beard, 
while a scowl wrinkled his forehead as he 
gianced fiercely at the tall man who sat be- 
side him. His hands lay betore him on either 
knee andapair of handcuffs encircled his 
wrists. The man was Thomas Fee and te 
tall man Sheriff-Frame of Holt County. 
Thomas Fee is one of the most desperate 
men in Missouri and was on his way back to 
Oregon, Holt County, where he will stand 
trial for murder, and, if acquitted, for 
forgery. In April, 1889, Thomas Fee and 
Wilham Thorp were fellow workmen 
near Oregon. They were supposedly fast 
friends, although Thorp was young enough 
to be tne son of Fee. One night in April Fee 
and Thorp were alone together in the Drush 
land and that was the last that was seen of 
the young man. Fee disappeared and the 
people believed that he and Thorp had left 
for parts unknown. Soon, however, the fe- 
mains of Thorp we: é found, and the evidence 
pointed to Fee as the murderer. An indict- 
ment charging fim with murder in the first 
degree was found and the search for him be- 
gun. Last week Sheriff Frame heard that 
he was niding in tne Ozark Mountains. Go- 
ing there a week age he was not long in dis- 
covering the criminai’s whereabouts and 
Fee was tured after astruggie. Fee is 
evidently a. hardened criminal @ Was ar- 
rested in Iowa for the forgery of a $2,000 
check, but escaped from the police. Au in- 
dictment now stands against him at Oregon 
for the forgery of a $200 check. 


SALEM BANK ROBBERS STILL AT LARGE. 


Saspicious Looking Men Seen at Flora, 
ill.—Resumption of Business. 

Sauem, lil., Feb. 15.—[Special }—The bank 
robbers have not yet been captured. A team 
of horses and a wagon were stolen near 
Flora last night and early this morning the 
parties—three in number—were discovered 
in Fiora.

Mr. Lorado Taft, the eminent Chicago sculp- 
tor, is making designs for a soldier's monument, 
for which a large-hearted citizen of Winchester, 
Ind., has bequeathed money to the town. A 
granite shaft fifty feet in height will be sur- 
mounted by the bronze figure of an American 
soldier. Atthe base ofthe shaft, one at each 
corner of the low foundation steps, will be placed 
four figurés, also in bronze, different types of the 
men Who weut through the war.
